Control Suggested to Solve Rent Prob- 
lem. 


Tc the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Answering letter signed “Landlord” in 
your issue of Aug. 21, I note that the 
writer is careful not to say what in- 
terest he makes at the present time on 
| his investment and what he made when 
a times were normal. 

It is obvious that the landlord has 
as many rights as any other individual 
and that up to a certain point he is jus- 
tified in protecting himself. But the 
truth of the matter is this: Assuming 
the landlord was making 15 per cent 
net on his investment at the time when 
prices were low, he is not willing to 
earn less than that when prices are 
high. In other words, he fixes his in- 
come at a certain arbitrary amount and 
regardless of conditions will not take 
less. As a matter of fact, when the op- 
rortunity arises, such as exists at the 
present time, he gets more. He is not 
willing to absorb any of the loss due to 
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COVENANT RESERVATIONS. 

In his Omaha talk the President disposed quickly and 
thoroughly of the objection to the clause in the peace 
covenant which required a nation to fulfill all its ob- 
ligations before withdrawing from the League of Nations. 

This requirement is nothing more than a condition 
of honor and Mr. Wilson says pertinently that the Unit- 
ed States always has and always will fulfill all its ob- 
ligations. Where is the American who would have this 
country do less? What sort of nation is that which 
having entered into a covenant with other na- 
tions, repudiates the agreement without having fulfilled 
all of its obligations? America is not that sort. 

He disposed of the reservation with regard to the 
Monroe Doctrine by pointing out the clear recognition 
and indorsement of it in the peace covenant. As he put 
it, the other nations swallowed the Monroe Doctrine 
“hook, line and sinker.” 

Domestic questions are clearly reserved to each na- 
tion in the text of the covenant, and as for Shantung, 
Mr. Wilson aptly says the only way the Shantung pro- 
vision could be bettered would be to go to war with 
Japan, England and France. We have Japan's promise 
to yield all territorial claims in Shantung, to give up 
all privileges there within a term of years and under 
the League Japan can be held to the promise, and we 
have a guarantee that nothing of this kind will occur 
again. 

Undoubtedly a great majority of the American people 
are for the League as a peace measure and as a gen- 
erous experiment in higher civilization for the peoples 
of the world. Beyond the small number of Senators 
who want the peace covenant rejected, the only differ- 

ence of opinion relates to reservations—whether there 
shall be any and if there are what shall be their nature 
and extent? 

We do not believe the treaty requires reservations to 

safeguard American interests. It is a great safeguard in 
itself, but if reservations are to be adopted they should 
be interpretative and not amendatory. 

Nothing should be done to endanger the peace cove- ' 
nant or to prolong war conditions.

It is suggested, therefore, that some 
control be placed upon this proposition 
so that in the end justice may be done | 
both to the landlord and to the renter. 
Under present conditions when the 
renter sees his rent going up by leaps 
and bounds and repairs made reluctant- 
ly, if at all, he.is bound to discon- 
tented and to 1 that he is being rob- 
bed, and he has justification for that 
state of mind.

Crews From Oldest Navy Craft. 

The number of submarines in 
commission was sufficient for the 
work, and our Admiralty was also 
of the opinion that construction, 
if it was pressed on to the utmost, 
would amply cové¢r losses. In 1916, 
after submarine warfare had real- 
ly been abandoned in principle, 
construction had not been pressed 
on very vigorously. The question 
of crews could, it was thought, 
be solved.

The surface fleet was not, of 
course, to fall below a_ certain 
standard of strength.

In a telegram to Von 
Bethmann the Field Marshal made 
his position clear in the following 
words: 

Your Excellency as Chance!l- 
lor can, of course, claim the sole 
responsibility, but I must clear- 
ly work, with all my strength 
and with a full sense of my re- 
sponsibility, for the victorious 
end of the war; to secure that, 
everything is done which I hold 
as proper for the achievement 
of that end. 

That was the right and duty of 
the supreme army command, just 
as it was the right and duty of the 
Chancellor, in this difficult and 
momentous question, to support 
his own opinion with all the pres- 
tige of his high office. If there 
were differences of opnion the de- 
cision lay with His Majesty. 

Ae it seemed probable that the 
answer of the Entente, both to 
our offer of peace and to Wilson's 
proposal for intervention, would be 
a refusal, the Chancellor came to 
Pless to discuss the question as 
early as the end of December, but 
nothing definite was then decided. 

Bethmann Hard to Commit. 

The actual decision wags arrived 
at on the 9th of January after the 
receipt of the answer to our peace 
offer, and In the certainty that a 
like reply would be given to Presi- 
dent Wilson, at a meeting presided 
over by His Majesty. The Chief of 
the Naval Staff expressed the 
wiews stated above; he advised that 
the campaign would be decisive 
fin a few months and urged its 
adoption.

The Chancellor stated the effect ‘? 


that the use of this weapon might 
have upon neutrals, and in par- 
ticular upon the United States. He 
thought it possible, and ingeed 
probable, that the United States 
would enter the war, and antici- 
pated difficulties with regard to 
the provisioning of Belgium by 
the Entente. He regarded our offer 
of peace as having failed; he saw 
no other possibilities of achieving 
peace, not even by a new attempt 
on the part of Wilson (the note of 
the 18th December had already 
failed); he had no hope of a sep- 
arate peace; and he did not antici- 
pate any impsovement in our posi- 
tion through the collapse of one 
of our enemies, guch as subse- 
quently happened in the case of 
Russia. 

The likelihood of-this happening 
would, of course, have altered the 
whole situation, and would have 
had the greatest weight in the 
formation of our opinions. The 
Chancellor's judgment as to our 
military position was the same as 
our own. 

While we felt compelled resolute-

ly to draw the inevitable and seri- 
ous inference, and act on it, the 
Chancellor, as his nature was, re- 
mained undecided, but came to 
such conclusions as: “The deci- 
sion to embark on the campaign 
depends on the effects which are 
to Be expected from it,” and “if 
the military authorities regard it 
as essential, | am not in a position 
to withstand them,” and “if suc- 
cess beckons, we must take the 
step.”’ 

Kaiser Orders Ruthlessness. 

However, witn a full sense cf his 
political responsibility, the Chan- 
cellor did advise the adoption of 
the campaign, as did His Majeésty’s 
other advisers. The Emperor fell 
in with their views, and command- 
ed that the campaign should open 
on Feb. 1; he directed, however, 
that time should be given to neu- 
tral vessels in the blockaded area 
to leave it, and to neutral vessels 
on their way to the area to com- 
plete their voyages. 

*The Chancellor then prepared, 
in co-operation with the Chief of 
the Naval Staff, the notes to neu- 
tral powers as to the declaration 
of the blockade area around En- 
giand, along the west coast of 
France and in the Mediterranean. 
These were to be delivered on Jan. 
a1. 

The Chief of the Naval Staff 
gave the detailed instructions for 
operations in the blockade area, 

- making various concessions to the 
wishes of the Foreign Office in or- 
der to lessen the danger of a rup- 
ture with America. We were. of 
course, quite in accord with this. 

The supreme army command on 
its side took certain precautionary 
measures in the Northern Army 
d‘ ‘trict, in order to be ready for all 
eventualities, although the Chan- 
cellor had no anxjety as to the at- 
titude of Holland and Denmark’ 

The construction of defensive 
positions in Northern Schleswig 
had made good progress, and there 
was no need to do more than to 
reinforce the frontier guard with a 
few cavalry. An army corps staff 
was moved there temporarily in 
order to accustom itself to local 
conditions. On our Dutch frontier 
the frontier troops were grouped 
in divisional formation and placed. 


under an army corps staff that 
was stationed at Muenster. 

The construction of defensive 
works was here much in arrears. 
Not too much had _ been done, 
either, on the Dutch-Belgian fron- 
tier, owing to shortage of men. 
Further defensive measures were 
merely worked out on paper, and 
the troops released from the op- 
erations in Roumania were to car- 
ry them out only if necessity arose, 
and were otherwise to be em- 
ployed on the western front.

sity of eventually coming toa 
submarine war was discussed by 
the leading naval boards. It was 
on Nov. 7 that the chief of the 
naval staff presented for discussion

land. I at once called attention to 
the fact that because of the new- 
ness of the weapon, such a block- 
ade had never been considered 
from the viewpoint of internation- 
al law. It seemed to me, and I 
was later borne out in my opinion, 
that the use of the U-boats for 
blockade purposes would arouse a 
storm of opposition from  neu- 
trals. 

I therefore maintained that we 
should not launch sueh a wide- 
spread campaign until we had suf- 
ficient submarines to enable us to 
adhere to our purpose. This would 
require greater strength in U- 
boats than we had at that time. 

If we were to adopt the subma- 
rine blockade plan at that time, 
despite this consideration. Il ar- 
gued that it would be better for 
the Admiral in command of the 
naval corps in Flanders to issue 
the declaration so that were we 
forced to remand it, the Emperor 
and the Government would not be 
in the position of backing down. 
With the greatest frankness I said: 

“The blockade of the whole 
British coast sounds too much like 
bluff. For the present the block- 
ade of the Thames appears to me 
more advisable.” 

I consider it wiser to make a 
small beginning and to see how 
things went, both from the mili- 
tary and political point of view. 
Not only would such a beginning 
have been more in keeping with 
the means at our disposal, but we 
gradually would have accustomed 
the world to the idea of submarine 
More im- 
portant still, we would thus have 
spared America, since practically 
all passenger ships from. the 
United States put in at Liverpool. 
This greatly would have lessened 
the danger of our position without 
putting us in a position where we 
had #ither to accede to the de- 
mands of the United States or fur- 
ther antagonize her by disregard- 
ing these contentions. Meanwhile, 
we'srould have been building 
more submarines tirelessly.

But Admiral von Pohl held dif- 


ferem views—and his views_ pre- 
vailed. Accordingly the _ entire 

‘aters surrounding the United 
i declared a war 
zone. Von Pohl claimed to have 
Rnowledge that the United States 
would not too seriously object to 
the submarine blockade. I wrote 
to Von Pohl at the time: 

“T have doubts as to the method 
of warfare intended by your ex- 
cellency. General U-boat warfare 
as proposed by your excellency, 
which is different from a regular- 
ly declared blockade will, in my 
opinion, have a more far reaching 
effect on neutrals than a’ regular 
blockade-in which we could grad- 
ually develop the use of subma- 
rines, and therefore is politically 
far more dangerous. May I beg of 
your excellency to take into con- 
sideration whether it is advisable 
to bring forward private conversa- 
tions with Americans as argu- 
ments in favor of so rigorous a 
measure as the planned submarine 
war.” 

The historical decision to make a 
war zone around the United King- 
dom and Ireland was arrived at 
on the evening of February 2, ina 
conference between Von Pohl and 
the Chancellor, with the consent of 
the Foreign Office, in the presence 
of the Minister of the home office, 
and apparently without opposition 
from the grand genera! staff. 

Von Pohl obtained the consent 
of the Chancellor, who was still 
sadly unconversant with world 
conditions and our own submarine 
power, and then, on February 4, 
sprang his prepared draft of the 
declaration of the Emperor while 
sailing through Wilhe!lmshaven har- 
bor. It was disloyal of Von Pohl 
not to consult beforehand with the 
Secretary of State as to the word- 
ing of the draft. He was also dis- 
loyal to me, as he had always pre- 
viously sought my advice in reach- 
ing critical decisions. I was enti- 
tled to this. 

His act was, on the whole, the 
product of boundless vanity. He 
wished above all that the declara- 
tion should be made over his name 
and February 4 was the last date 
on which this could be done, for 
on that day he took over the com- 
mand of the high seas fleet and 
was already, strictly speaking, no 
longer chief of the naval staff. 

So. against my advice and on the 
decision of Bethmann- Hollweg, 
submarine war was to begin, 
threatening every ship sailing in 
the direction of Great Britain and 
Ireland.

In the face of the whole 
world, seriously and with a flour- 
ish of trumpets as it were, the dec- 
laration, in my opinion so prema- 
ture and so unfortunate, had been 
made. 

AMERICA FORCED REVERSAL. 

On February 12 came America’s 
first note of protest against subma- 
rine warfare. In a responsible bu- 
reau this could hardly have been 
unexpected, but to Von Pohl's as- 
tonishment and chagrin it caused 
the Foreign Office to make an 
about-face in regards to the U- 
boat policy. 

The Chancellor’s representative 
at headquarters, Von Reuter, later 
said that the Chancellor had been 
misunderstood by Von Pohl. Von 
Pohl energetically denied the pos- 
sibility of a misunderstanding, 
maintaining that he had carefully 
explained to the Chanceiior the full 
consequence of the step. 

Thus, scarcely had submarine 
wurfare, born Feb. 4th, drawn its 
first breath, when its own hers, 
terrified, hastened to nantes it. 
In my opinion we should never 
even have considered a modifica- 
tion of our submarine policy, once 
it was announced to the world, 
unless England consented to mod- 
ify some of her own interpreta- 
tions of maritime law during the 
war. 

America’s first protest resulted 
in our allowing the shell of sub- 
marine warfare to stand as a sop 
to the German public, ever irritat- 
ing America, but by orders from 
our political leaders to ‘our sub- 
marine commanders we had hoi- 
lowed out the military kernel. We 
were acting on a program of big 
words and little deeds. Our meth- 
od of submarine warfare had now 
become, according to Bachmann's 
prediction, ineffective for final 
German victory, but a fruitful 


source of vexatious incidents with 
the United States. 

We should have remained firm 
against America’s protest. Admiral] 
Bachmann and 1 were convinced 
that Germany must stand by her 
decision at all risks. The sul- 
marine declaration had been made 
in the face of the world, cven 
though in our opinion it was »re- 
mature and unfortunate. Had we 
answered the first American nots 
courteously but in the negative, it 
is my conviction that neither 
then nor later would war have 
been declared between us, nor dip- 
lomatic relations been broken off. 
America was net yet so irritated 
but what she still held us in re- 
spect and not too closely involved 
in entente loans, 

The clear understanding of 
maritime law by many Americans 
made them decidedly uncomfort- 
able over what they realized was 
the unneutral attitude of their 
Government. The pacifist Bryan 
was still Secretary of State, cor- 
responding to our German foreign 
office. It. would have been im- 
possible at that time for Wilson 
to engage his country against us. 
In this lay our great opportunl- 
ties. 

War of Notes on ™. S. 

It was indispensable from the 
first to carry on an 0Ooffensive 
against America by means ef notes 
on account of her unneutral attl- 
tude. Complaint after complaint 
should have { sen isnt against 
the supplying of arms and ammu- 
nition to our enemies. the use of 
the wireless to the disadvantage 
of Germany, the tacit recognition 
of England's blockade contrary to 
international law, the treatment of 
our cruisers on foreign service and 
the unneutral handling of the pos- 
tal service. Such a policy toward 
America would have kept her busy 
and would not have been danger- 
ous because we would not have to 
send an ultimatum even at the 
conclusion of our sharp protests.

True, We probably could not have 
prevented the nfiking of a com- 
mon Anglo-American cause as the 
war progressed, but it would have’ 
been a policy fraught ‘with less 
danger than the one we pursued, 

We could have given a ciear cue, 
which they could have followed 
in concert, to all elements in the 
United States opposed to Wilson's 
policy-—-the Germans, Irish, Quak- 
ers and those interested in 
cotton trade. We never set out 
the gight way to work with the 
Americans, The actual transfor- 
mation of America into an arsenal 
for our enemies was an unheard- 
of breach of neutrality. In 1916 
Germany should have realized 
that Wilson's policy savored of 
blackmail. How often have I pre- 
sented to the Chancellor the char- 
acter of Wilson's policy and ure- 
ently advised that we make up our 
minds to recognize and face it. 
By giving up one just position 
after another all we achieved was 
that Wilson went further in his 
demands and threatening tactica 

America never really made us a 
tangible concegsion. It waa not 
necessary, so gullible was the Ger 
man public. 

The first great dramatile incident 
of the submarine warfare came on 
May 7, 1915—the sinking of the 
Lusitania, a Beitish passenger 
steamship, which at the same time 
was entered in the British navy 
register as an auxiliary cruiser.
